Fort Worth voters give thumbs-up 
to record $750 million package

A record $750 million bond 
package for Fort Worth schools 
was easily approved by voters 
Tuesday night, a result, school 
leaders say, that shows the com- 
munity wants to invest in the 
future workforce by improving 
schools. 

In unofficial results, 74 per- 
cent of votes were in favor of 
the bond package, while 26 
percent were against with 144 
out 148 precincts reporting. The 
district’s tax ratification election 
— called a “penny swap” and 
which will restructure a portion 
of the tax rate — was easily 
winning as well. Seventy-eight 
percent voted in favor of the tax 
swap with 22 percent against. 

“We are pleased that the 
voters seem to understand the 
importance of the investment in 
our students,” said Kent Scribn- 
er, superintendent of Fort 
Worth schools. “Fort Worth is a 
community that, I believe, un- 
derstands the importance of 
education — as go the schools,

Once a target for racism and the Klan, 
Greeks celebrate 50 years of food, fun

FORT WORTH 

Their grandfathers came from 
Europe only to face bigotry and 
Ku Klux Klan bullying, all to 
work in a Stockyards fertilizer 
room for $10 a week. 

They lived in “Greek Town,” 
next to “Bohunk Town” near 


the Stockyards, and were 
treated as olive-skinned 
strangers clinging to their native 
Orthodox Church. 

A century later, almost the 
only time we talk about Fort 
Worth’s Greek and eastern 
European roots is on this No- 
vember weekend, when their 
church celebrates its 
now-50-year-old Greek Festival 
of food, music and dance. 

“Our children are all spread 
out now, but they sure love 
Greek food,” said Mary Kime, 
84, born here into a family that 
spoke only Greek and now one 
of the elders of the annual fes- 
tival at a church northwest of 


downtown. 

The first Greeks came to the 
Stockyards in 1892, but by 1911 
the number had grown to a few 
hundred. 

In 1912, the Star-Telegram 
described “peculiar” foreigners 
working in meat packinghouses. 

They lived in rowhouses east 
of North Main Street, where 
diners park today for Joe T. 
Garcia’s restaurant. (The restau- 
rant itself used to be a Greek 
grocery.) 

“My father landed in New 
York and heard the Stockyards 
was hiring a lot of people,” 
Kime said, describing Stock- 
yards life as aromatic: “If the

wind was blowing, you knew it.” 
More immigrants came and 
planted produce farms along the 
Trinity River, today a Fort 
Worth showplace. Greek fam- 


ilies settled Fort Worth’s origi- 
nal “river district.” 
“The north side was always
